“Miscellaneous” flying also was 
barred from the area extending 
from Maine to the Carolina capes 
within the Eastern Defense Zone. 

The no-firing order said: 

“All persons, military or civilian, 
except members of anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery units, are prohibited from 
firing at any aircraft, balloon or 
dirigible, or at any parachutists, 
unless it or he be first positively 
identified as enemy. 

“Aircraft violating these regula- 
tions will be intercepted and forced 
to the ground by pursuit aircraft. 
Disciplinary action will be taken 
against miiltary personnel. Civilian 
PC gear involved will be prosecut- 


rhe order stipulated also that all 
planes entering the area must 
fly over “a civil airway, proceed 
along the airway to the.point near- 
est the destination, then proceed 
direct to the destination.” 

Restrictions on Fiying. 

All other flying—Army,- Navy 
and civilian—in the area “is re- 
stricted to that which is necessary 
tu the war effort,” the statement 
added, Gen. Drum ordering that air 
activity which “jeopardizes the air 
defense of the area” should be “dis- 
continued at the earliest practic- 
able date.” 

Gen. Drum ordered the following 
air activity discontinued: 

“Civil flying training, including 
civil pilot training schools, 

“Civil photographic, news, com- 
muting, pleasure and other miscel- 
laneous civil flights. 

“Army and Navy primary, basic 
and advanced flying training, other 
than operational training.” 

All aircraft flying outside a five- 
mile radius from the center of the 
airport were ordered to submit a 
flight plan and on approval adhere 
strictly to it. 

The “vital defense area,” Gen. 
Drum said, “will include that por- 
tion of the Eastern Air Defense 
Zone east of the line drawn from 
Weston, Me., through Sebago, Me.; 
Grafton, Mass.; Pawling, N. Y.; 
Sussex, N. J.; Pottsville, Pa.; Mid- 
dleburg, Va.; Franklin, Va.; to 
Corolla, N. C., and shall extend 200 
miles to sea. 

Airways Narrowed. 

The order also stipulated that 
the airways for a “distance of 30 
miles in al] directions” from nine 
radio range stations be narrowed 
to a width of six miles. Stations 
named were Portland, Me.; Boston, 
Mass.; Providence, R. I.; Hartford, 
Conn.; Elizabeth, N. J.; Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; Washington, D. C.; Nor- 
folk, Va., and Charleston, 8. C. 

“All civil air carriers operating 
within 30 miles of the above named 
radio range stations shall make 
certain that no passenger can see 
the ground until the aircraft has 
landed or has reached beyond the 
30-miles point,” the order said. 

“Aircraft on t to point flight 
within the area, shall follow the 
civil airway except when the re- 
gional commander concerned de- 
termines that the route between 
the point of origin and the destina- 
tion is so circuitous as to render 
such procedure impracticable.” 

Restrictions for “Alert.” 

Gen. Drum also gave the follow- 
ing restrictions to govern non- 
combag planes and combat planes 
not directed to intercept or attack 
the enemy in the case of an 
“alert” or “air raid alarm”: 

“Airplanes on the ground shall 
remain on the ground. 

“Airplanes flying locally shall 
land immediately. % 

“Airplanes flying on flight plans 
shall land, turn back or proceed 
as directed by the Commanding 
General, Fighter Command.” 

The order also said that “au- 
thority to order blackouts and to 
suspend radio broadcasts and other 
radio emissions ig hereby dele- 
gated to the Commanding General, 
Fighter Command.” 


The Commanding General was 
eet up ag sole authority for es- 
tablishing channels of air traffic, 
restricting areas and defining 
danger zones, and was listed as 
the only person who could issue 
instructions, restrictions or regu- 
Jations governing traffic within 
the area.

During his years in the Senate, 
Justice Sutherland was a close 
friend of Warren Harding who 
became President and appointed 
him to the Supreme Court in 1922

election by Senator William H. 
King, a. Democrat and his former 
law partner. 

Up until his retirement, Justice 
Sutherland held rank with former 
Chief Justice Hughes as the lead- 
ing writer of opinions on adminis- 
tration litigation. Among them was 
one holding that the Guffey act 
to regulate the soft coal industry 
violated state rights. 

He wrote dissents to majority 
opinions which held that the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act applied 
to the Associated Press and sus- 
tained the Washington State law 
fixing minimum wages for women. 


The latter decision reversed a rul- 
ing in 1923 holding unconstitution- 
al a similar law for the District 
of Columbia. Justice Sutherland 
had written the opinion in that 
case. 

The jurist’s opinions sustaining 
the Roosevelt administration. in- 
cluded one upholding the 1934 
Arms Embargo Act that authorized 
the President to forbid the sale of 
munitions in this country for use 
in the Chaco war between Bolivia 
and Paraguay. 

Beginning with the October, 1936, 
term, after a record of 12 votes 
against administration contentions 
in major litigation to one vote in 
support, Justice Sutherland gen- 
erally voted in line with the ad- 
ministration view. Among excep- 
tions was his dissent from the de- 
cision holding that the congres- 


sional resolution abrogating pay- |: 


ment of obligations in gold applied 
to contracts for bullion ag well as 
for coin. 

In addition to his widow, Jus- 
tice Sutherland is survived by two 
daughters.

“As the shell exploded, the top of 
the conning tower was blown off. 
As she appeared to sink, the water 
boiled up in a great froth of air 
and bubbles. After observing the 
spot where she submerged we saw 
an oi] slick forming with occa- 
sional bubbles rising to the surface. 

“At this point one of the gunners MERE

full speed. The torpedo missed our

FORT DES MOINES, Ia., July 
18 (AP).—American women will 
begin a new service for their coun- 
try here Monday when the first 
members of the Women’s Auxiliary 
Corps put on the’ uniform of the 
United States Army. The oxiginal 


contingent will consist of 440 offi- 
cer-candidates and 360 auxiliaries 
(privates). 

At least 25,000 women are to be 
trained in non-combatant military 
duties so that a like number of 
men may be released for battle 
service. 

In previous wars women have 
sent husbands and sons to fight, 
have enlisted as nurses,made band- 
ages, staffed canteens* and kept 
the home fires burning. In this war 
women by overalled thousands 
have swarmed into defense indus- 
tries, into voluntary services, ci- 
vilian defense, and now the Army 
Auxiliary Corps. 

“All over the country there are 
soldiers working in Army posts at 
very necessary duties,” explained 
Col. Don C. Faith, commandant of 
the trainizg school for the women. 
“We propose to train women to 
replace these soldiers. This pro- 
gram will definitely increase the 
number of combat troops available 
to fight the war.”

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Contracts Total 35 Mil-| 
lion — Ickes Expects 
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Work Will Be Finished 
by Christmas. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).— 
Petroleum Co-ordinator Harold L. 
Ickes announced today the award 
of contracts totaling 35 million dol- 
lars to seven companies for con- 
struction of a 550-mile oil pipeline 


from Longview, Tex., to Norris 
City, Ill., with two smaller branch 


lines from Norris City to Mt. Ver- 
non, Ind., and Enfield, Ill. 


Ickes said contractors already 
were assembling men and equip- 
ment and “the dirt should be start- 
ing to fly very shortly.” 

“Judging by the progress to date, 
we confidently expect t@ have the 
line completed and actually in 
service by Christmas,” he said. 

Contracts for the 24-inch main 
line—the world’s largest oil-carry- 
ing pipeline—were awarded on a 
cost-plus-fixed-fee basis, according 
to B. E. Hull, general manager of 
War Emergency Pipeline, Inc., a 
company organized by the oil in- 
dustry to supervise the tconstruc- 
tion. The fees average about $1000 
for each mile of pipe to be laid.

7. Harrisburg, Ill., to Norris City, 
Til., Sheehan Pipeline Construction 
Co., Tulsa. 

The Sheehan Co. also received a 
contract for construction of a 14 
inch branch line from Norris City 
to Mount Vernon, where part of 
the oil will be loaded on barges for 
shipment up the Ohio River to 
Pittsburgh, and for a _ 10-inch 
branch line from Norris City to 
Enfield, where contact will be 
made with pipeline facilities to 
the east. 

Contracts for the construction of 
eight river crossings were awarded 
to Williams Brothers. The line will 
cross the Red, Little Missouri, Oua- 
chita, Arkansas, Cache, White, St. 
Francis and Mississippi rivers, the 
latter at a point just below Cape 
Girardeau, Mo. 

The line is expected to deliver 
$00,000 barrels of crude oil daily 
at Norris City. About 120,000 bar- 
rels wil] be carried to Mount Ver- 
non for barge shipment East; 
about 50,000 will remain in the 
Middle West to offset ,declining 
production in Southern linois oil 
fields, and the remainder will go 
to the Eastern shortage area by 
pipeline and tank car. 

The line is being financed by the 
Government through the Defense 
Plant Corporation, a subsidiary of 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion.

TO ELDERLY PEDESTRIANS} w 


That Many Street Car, Auto Vic- 
tims This Year 65 or Older, 
Police Captain Says. 

A warning to elderly persons to 
be particularly careful in crossing 
streets was issued yesterday by 
Capt. Fred H. Grabbe of the police 
traffic division, who announced 
that 23 of the 58 pedestrians killed 
by street cars and automobiles 
this year were 65 years of age or 
over. Of the others, 20 were be- 

tween the ages of 45 and 64. 

There have been 68 motor ve- 
hicle fatalities since Jan. 1, com- 
pared with 48 at this time last 
year. Fifteen of those killed were 
passengers in autombiles involved 
in collisions. Five persons were 
injured fatally by street cars. 
Capt. Grabbe said there appeared 
to be a direct relation between 
the number of fatalities and the 
age of the victims.

MIAMI, Fia., July 18 (AP), — 
Police are searching for a man 
who shot to death three members 
of a family, murdered a motorist 
whose car he commandeered and 
whose body he threw into a va- 
cant lot, 

The killer, sketchily described by 
several persons who saw him in 
the darkness last night, was last 
seen walking along a railroad line 
away from the automobile he had 
just wrecked, 

The persons he killed were: 

Mrs. Esther Leopold, 32 years 
old, an expectant mother, and her 
six-year-old son, Stephen, child of 
a former marriage, | 

Her husband, Irving, 37, opera- 
tor of a delicatessen shop above 
which they lived, who died 12 
hours after the shooting. 

Ralph J. Morin Jr.,-19, employe 
of his father’s printing plant. 

Morin was driving past the Leo- 
pold home just after the shooting. 
The killer jumped into his car and 
forced Morin, at the point of a re- 
volver, to drive him away. 

Neighbors who saw the gunman 
flee obtained _Morin’s automobile 
license number. The car was 
found two miles away wrecked 
against a light pole. Morin’s body 
wag discovered 14 hours later in 
a vacant lot near the southeast 
shore of Biscayne Bay. 

No money was found in Leo- 
pold’s pocket and about $30 had 
been taken from Morin, said po- 
lice who discounted robbery as a 
motive, 

Dave Kleber, Leopold’s business 
partner, said he lived an exemp- 
lary family life and apparently 
had no enemies. Mrs. Leopold's 
former husband, Sol Singer, whom 
she divorced March 9, 1939, is 
serving in the Army at Camp 
Swift, Tex. He was unable to 
give police any information, they 
reported, 

The murderer used 10 .38-caliber 
revolver bullets to inflict fatal 
wounds on Mr. and Mrs. Leopold 
and her son. Investigators said 
apparently the Leopolds were 
playing checkers just before the 
shooting started. The boy had 
been playing on the floor nearby. 

Morin had been killed with a 
.22-caliber pistol, but police said 
evidence indicated that all four 
victims were killed by the same 
man,

Summary of Test Issues. 


In the appended voting records,

Following is a summary of the 
controversial defense and war 
legislation: 

Naval Expansion by 21 per cent 
~In a special message on Jan. 28, 
1938, President Roosevelt asked 
that the Navy’s authorized build- 
ing program be expanded by 20 
per. cent “solely because of the 
piling up of additional land and 
sea armaments in other countries 
in such a manner as to involve a 
threat to world peace and secur- 
ity.” Opponents of the bill argued 
that its chief purpose was to imple- 
ment the President’s Chicago 
speech of Oct. 5, 1937, calling for 
“quarantine” of aggressors.

As investigator and writer for the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund of New York and as 
consultant to the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, the National Resources Planning Board 
and the Resettlement Administration, Chase 
has had excellent opportunities to estimtate 
the possibilities of his ‘‘budget.”

The consensus of expert opinion is that 
America requires at least 15 million dwell- 
ing units, urban and rural, constructed 
over the next decade. This means roughly 
a working force of two million, building 
1,500,000 units a year. In 1940, six hun- 
dred thousand units were actually construct- 
ed. . If we had inaugurated the budget that

For example, there could hardly 
be a contrast more striking than 
that offered by Kaufman Thuma 
Keller, the fabulous “K. T.” of the 
Chrysler Corporation, and Fred- 
erick V. Geier, president of the Cin- 
cinnati Milling Machine: Co. and 
chief of that war production “brain 
trust,” the machine tool industry. 


Keller’s father was a horse 
trader in Mount -Joy, Pa., and his 
mother’s family were river boat 
people on the Susquehanna, At:the 
age of 13, the boy ran a drill press 
after school hours, and raised 
pigeons on the side to get money 
for a course in shorthand and type- 
writing at a business college. Geier 
is a son of the late Frederick A. 
Geier, who founded the Cincinnati 
Milling Machine Co. tn 1884 and 
became a millionaire. Born with 
a silver spoon in his mouth, while 
the future “K. T.” emerged from 
a homely wooden cradle, young 
Geier attended the Franklin School 
in Cincinnati and was graduated 
from Williams College in 1916. He 
absent-mindedly twirls a Phi Beta 
Kappa key. Keller’s proudest boast 
is that “I am a machinist by 
trade.” 

Machine Tool Philosophy. 

Chrysler’s president, at the age 
of 66, has the barrel chest, bull 
neck and pyramidal jowls of a pro- 
fessional wrestler. Geier is 48 and 
could pass for 35, so boyish are his 
features and so dapper is his phy- 
sique, Two years ago William 8. 
Knudsen asked Keller whether his 
company could build tanks for the 
Army. The athlete of production 
instantly responded “Yes,” and 
then inquired, as an afterthought, 
“Where can I see a model?” On 
the recent tour of war plants, 
Geier fascinated 21 newspaper cor- 
respondents with a scholarly dis- 
course on what may be called the 
philosophy of the machine tool. 
Chatting with the same group at 
breakfast in Detroit, Keller impro- 
vised a slogan for the age of mass 
production. “Show me an order 
for a million of anything,” he ex- 
claimed, “and I'll make it!” 

With the precision of a college 
instructor, Geier opened the lecture 
by defining a machine tool as. a 
non-portable, power-driven instru-

No one who beholds 
an assembly line at work, for so 
simple a product as a cartridge, 
can fail to wonder at the long ar- 
ray of machines, each performing 
its minute but progressive func- 
tion; and to be convinced that un- 
derlying such an achievement must 
exist intelligence of a masterful 
order, 


The American machine tool in- 
dustry, Geier proceeded to say, 
entered on the war program with 
the gravest possible handicaps. It 


, had been all but ruined by the de- 


pression, when manufacturers 
ceased replacements and new or. 
ders for equipment; and was sud- 
denly called upon to convert a ma- 
jor section of the national plant 
from peace to war production. The 
latter entailed pioneer designing 
in three signal respects. 


One-Millionth of Inch. 


The motor car industry, chief 
customer for machine tools, re- 
quired only crude tolerances. Mili- 
tary manufactures, especially air 
plane and tank engines, ordnance 
and ammunition, exact precisions 
up to one-millionth of an inch, On 
a vast scale, former products cus 
tom-made by handicraft artisans 
were adapted to the assembly belt. 
Moreover, the crisis afforded ne 
leisure for training expert labor. 
As never before, machines had to 
be gifted with such “brains” that 
inexperienced workers could oper- 
ate them after a few months or 
weeks of tuitioh,

FY Criticism of American Strategy. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 


| OO much space has been given in 

your pages to gloating over our “vic- 
tories” at Midway and in the Coral Sea. 
While we all enjoy Fitzpatrick’s car- 
toons and Robert J. Casey’s incompar- 
able Way of telling how another Jap 
destroyer bit the dust, it just isn’t fair 
to the public to build up our hopes with 
these stories. 

The actions in the Coral Sea and at 
Midway were skillfully and bravely 
fought, but were both defensive battles. 
Either one had the makings of a de- 
cisive battle, and in both cases the scales 
were tipped in our favor at the end of 
the action, but in neither case did we 
take advantage of the enemy’s rout and 
drive home a holding attack. 

The Japs did not lose even one minor 
island base, though they certainly lost 
the ships and planes with which to de- 
fend them. If the reports of the Jap’s 
losses are correct, something like 34 per 
cent of their Navy has been sunk (Asso- 
ciated Press compilation). This is not 
taking into account their damaged ships 
or recently launched ones, which per- 
haps roughly compensate one another. 

Thus, one-third of the Jap Navy has 
been sent to the bottom, and yet no 
flicker of any real offensive spirit has 
come from our side. Instead, it seems 
that while we are allowing them to lick 
their wounds in peace, they have so little 
fear of our offensive power that they 
add a few Alaskan islands to their long 
list of bases. 

Admittedly we-cannot defend every 
isiand in the South Seas, nor every one 
in the Aleutian chain, but look at the 
converse of the situation. The islands 
and land fronts which the Japanese have 
to defend are far more numerous than 
ours, and their lines of communications 
in the aggregate more than total ours. 
In spite of heavy problems of supply 
and heavy shipping losses, they con- 
tinue with new conquests. With all their 
weaknesses and deficiencies, and they 
have many, the Jap Admirals have 
learned sométhing which ours haven't 
as yet: they know how to turn a tem- 
porary or local superiority into a per- 
manent gain. 

Our whole strategy is wrong. We try 
toshold the Japs on half a dozen fronts 
aud fritter away our resources, succeed- 
ing nowhere, and paying far too much 
for empty and meaningless “victories.” 
A victory is a gain, Mr. Casey; not a 
retirement after a successful defense. 

After Midway, the Japs were routed 
and wide open to a concerted naval and 
air attack on the Marshall, Caroline and 
Mariana islands — the shortest road to 
Tokyo. Weeks have passed and what- 
ever strength the Japs drained off those 
islands’ defenses) for the Midway battle, 
has probably be laced. 

That was a grand scrap, but it is just 
too bad that it had to end in another 
lost opportunity. Maybe Mr. Casey is 
right when he says that Midway was 
the Jap’s last chance, and I hope he is 
right when he says that we are definitely 
and practically menacing Tokyo. But 
I’m afraid that we haven't caught on 
yet that this war is going to the 
side with the nerve, the imagination and 
the ruthlessness. It certainly isn’t going 
to the frittering defense tactics we are 
using.

This is no time to go back over the past. It is no 
time to get lost in old arguments or to bog down 
in details. What counts now is the immediate situa- 
tion and what is to come of it. Stripped to its és- 
sence, the issue, from the standpoint of the United 
Nations as a collective opposition to the Axis, is 
whether India is to be an open road for Japan 
‘in d@’vast Nazi-Japanese pincer across Eurasia. 

The situation is just this: the British mission 
headed by Sir Stafford Cripps failed to win the 
British objective of full Indian participation in the 
war with the question of independence to be worked 
out after the coming of peace. Negotiations ended. 
Gandhi and the All-India Congress party now de- 
mand full independence forthwith. They give 
Britain a short interval of about three weeks in 
which to accept their terms. After that no one 
knows what may occur, but it does not take a long 
memory to ‘recall the relative ease with which the 
Japanese army passed down the Malayan peninsula 
and back up through Burma. A prostrate, non-re- 
sisting India, an India which is not co-operating 
in the war, is a risk far too great to be taken. 

In short, if Gandhi and his fellow leaders of 
India will not yield to the Britain position, then 
Britain must yield to the Indian position or accept 
consequences that may be fatal to India’s successful 
defense. The shape of the war being what it is, this 
would be so even if the political demands of the 
Indians were unwise. Since what the people of India 
seek is political indepéndence — a chance to rule 
themselves—it is impossible to.see how the British 
Government can square its Indian attitude with the 
Atlantic Charter and President Roosevelt's four 
freedoms, which Churchill has indorsed. 

“India is as much interested as her Allies in 
warding off attack,” says Gandhi, who assures 
Britain the right to keep its soldiers in India for 
“the purpose of repelling Japanese attacks and help- 
ing China.” Jawaharalal Nehru, who next to Gandhi 
is the most influential Indian leader, takes the 
same stand for immediate independence. These men 
must be accepted in utmost seriousness now. Their 
fight for freedom for their people is a cause to 
which they have devoted their lives. They are, mis- 
takenly or not, making the most of the greatest op- 
portunity they have ever had. 

Britain promised India satisfaction after the last 
war. It has promised the same satisfaction again— 
but only after this war. In resisting Indian demands 
for freedom now, is not Britain overlooking a 
magnificent chance to demonstrate immediately that: 
it means what it is talking about when it says it 
fights for freedom for mankind? Would it not be a 
masterful political stroke, heartening to friends 
of freedom and oppressed peoples everywhere, for 
Britain to offer freedom to India at this moment? 
As to the argument that certain minorities in India 
would oppose independence, isn’t that, after all, a 
question to be settled by the Indians among them- 
selves? Every country, including our own, has had 
to grapple with minority problems upon achieving 
independence. 

Britain will not lose. India’s help in the war by 
granting it freedom. On the contrary, the result 


Gandhi says that only by offering the Indian people 
their independence is # possible to persuade them to 
make make an all-out effort. 

Britain:can gain nothing by frustrating Indian 
hopes once more—or even by taking the chance that 
Gandhi would not make the final move in the end.

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MR. JUSTICE SUTHERLAND. 

Retired Justice George Sutherland, who is dead 
at the age of 80, usually sided with Justices Van 
Devanter, McReynolds and Butler when economic 
igsues came before the old Supreme Court, but he, 
to a degree which shocked these brethren of the 
“conservative wing,” recognized the demands of a 
world of change. 

Soon after President Harding appointed this 
scholarly native of Britain to the highest bench, 
Justice Sutherland was assigned to write the 
majority opinion in the precedent-setting Euclid (0.)

How far Justice Sutherland would go in this re- 
gard was shown when, only a few days before his 
retirement in 1938, he spoke for the court in a 
decision which upheld the right of Congress to pro- 
vide grants and loans to communities for public 
utility plants, which compete with and may even 
destroy privately owned power systems. 

Few Justices have been so zealous in protecting 
the civil liberties guaranteed by the Bill of Rights. 
It was a strongly worded Sutherland opinion which 
killed Huey Long's press gag in Louisiana. A Suth- 
erland opinion stayed the hand of excessive executive 
power in the historic ouster of Federal Trade Com- 
missioner Humphrey. Still another Sutherland opin- 
ion condemned Alabama's failure to give the Scotts- 
boro Negroes adequate counsel and hence a fair trial. 

This last decision (Powell vs. Alabama), was re- 
versed at the close of the 1941-42 term in the aston- 
ishing 6-to-3 ruling in the case of Smith Betts, penni- 
less Maryland farm hand, who was denied counsel 
when he asked for legal defense, It is one of the

S the devastating hordes of Germany 
A roll and spread onward through South- 

ern Russia, as their steel-clad fingers 
reach and claw for the last lifelines of the 
Russian defense, it is impossible not to feel 
again that sense of desperate urgency 
which darkened the spirit but nerved the 
hand and brain 24 years ago, in the black 
spring of 1918.

This is largely the result of or- 
dérs issued by the Maritime Com- 
mission routing all steel to ship- 
yards on the Gulf of Mexico by 
rail. Barge experts in the Office of 
Defense Transportation express 
considerable indignation at this 
situation but they say that the de- 
cision rests entirely with the Mari- 
time Commission. 

Commissioner Thomas E. Wood- 
ward of the Maritime Commis- 
sion, charged with responsibility for 
routing materials to -shipyards, 
says that the Commission’s Con- 
struction Division insists that steel 
be shipped by rail, If steel were 
moved by barge it would mean 
that, for the four or five days 
longer required on the barge route, 
steel in vital demand at every 
point would be out of circulation, 
in the view of the Construction Di- 
vision, 

This is assuming, of course, that, 
in spite of the congestion on the 
railroads the steel routed by rail 
would be moved directly from fac- 
tory to shipyard. With present 
conditions on the nation’s rail lines 
that is often more theoretical than 
actual. 


Use of Barges Urged. 

Woodward said that he experts 
that shortly the barges will be 
used to carry steel to the ship- 
yards. This will be necessary if 
only because of the greatly in- 
creased volume of steel ta be used 
by yards soon to come into opera- 
tion, 

Woodward and others within the 
Maritime Commission have been 
pressing for use of the barges so 
that the flow of steel by water- 
way will be well started when the 
big demand comes, They deny 
what experts at the Office of De- 
fense Transportation say — that 
steel months in excess of present 
needs is now on hand at Gulf 
shipyard projects. According to 
Woodward, a system has been 
worked out whereby only 30 days’ 
inventory of steel plates and shapes 
is allowed to accumulate at each 


yard, 


Barge line movement of steel to 
the South was at a peak a year 
ago. Then when priorities were 
applied to steel, there was a pan- 
icky desire to get all shipments at 
the earliest possible moment and 
shippers transferred from barges 
to rails even though the cost is 
about $5 a ton greater on shapes 
and plates. With the beginning of 
the system of allocations over steel 
production, every egsential user 
should have been guaranteed the 
steel he required and there should 
have been an end of the trend to- 
ward the railroads. 


It did not work out that way, 
however. For example, steel car- 
ried on Ohio River barges amount- 
ed to about 75,000 tons a month in 
June of 1941. The trend has con- 
tinued steadily downward and to- 
day the figure is considerably less 
than 20,000 tons a month. 


Economic Loss Cited. 


A great deal has been heard 
about congestion on the railroads, 
and it ig true that many lines are 
still clogged with traffic, particu- 
larly those on the Eastern Sea- 
board that must carry the burden 
of freight diverted from the sub- 
marine infested Atlantic. But with 
the flow of consumer goods vir- 
tually stopped, freight traffic on 
many roadg is not as great as it 
was a year or a year and a half 
ago, when construction of canton- 
ments and new plants was at a 
peak, 

While there is still a heavy de- 
mand for coal and steel carrying 
cars, other types are idle. Keen 
competition for profitable ‘freight 
may partly explain the reason why 
steel is being shipped to the South 
by rail instead of barge. 


Barge line executives are indig- 
nant, Under their contracts they 
must transport petroleum, sulphur 
and other critical materials to St. 
Louis, Pittsburgh and Chicago. To 
return barges empty is, they feel, 
not merely a financial loss to them 
but an economic lass to the war 
effort.

Referring to the “remarkable cy- 
cle’ of speeches by Vice-President 
Henry A. Wallace, Economic De- 
fense Board Director Milo Perkins, 
Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles and United States Ambas- 
sador John G, Winant, the Econo- 
mist says: 

“Let there be no mistake about 
it. The policy put forward by the 
American administration is revo- 
lutionary. It is a genuinely new 
conception of world order. It is an 
inspiring attempt to restate de- 
mocracy in the terms of the Twen- 
tieth Century situation and to ex- 
tend its meaning in the economic 
and social sphere. 

Urges British Reply. 

“It is therefore quite stagger- 
ing,” the Economist continues, “to 
realize that not one official word 
has gone back from this country 
to take up, to welcome, to amplify 
or to clarify the challenge of these 
American speeches.” 

The London weekly appeals for 
a British reply “at the level which 
the American administration has 
chosen to make its first advance, 
not in the board rooms and direc- 
tors’ offices of the interested 
bodies on both sides of the At- 
lantic.” 

The only post-war reconstruc- 
tion programs so far offered here, 
the Economist goes on, represent 
speeches and reports of Chambers 
of Commerce, the National Union 
of Manufacturers and the Federa- 
tion of British Industries. Quoting 
one recent federation report urg- 
ing barter, bilateral trade, ex- 
change control and import and ex- 
port quotas, the weekly observes 
bitterly that the economics of 
Hjalmar Schacht, Nazi trade wiz- 
ard, “were thrown back” at the 
progressive proposals Welles 
and Perkins. 

Two Results Forseen. 

The Economist sees two results 
in the event the British govern- 
ment fails to meet the American 
challenge.

Chase was unconcerned over the 
specific method of attaining . the 
production for use goal, whether 
by unhampered private enterprise 
or by governmental enterprise, but 
he predicted a “mixed economy” 
which has produced a high stand- 
ard of living in Sweden. 

“No one gives a tinker’s dam,” 
he said, “whether needed shelter 
is built by the United States Hous- 
ing Authority or by John Strong, 
Inc.—so long as it is soundly built. 
We are getting plenty of exercise 
in this point of view right now. 
No one gives a tinker’s dam 
whether the New London Navy 
Yard of the Electric Boat Co. 
builds submarines, so long as they 
are well and quickly built. 

“One of the best things the war 
could do for us would be to break 
down permanently the habit of 
judging public or private enter- 
prise as either all white -or all 
black, depending on one’s point of 
view. We are, I think, heading 
deeper into a mixed economy, 
where the Government takes the 
responsibility for over-all planning 
for full employment and national 
minimums, but where big business, 
little business, co-operative asso- 
ciation, and that vast zone of non- 
profit enterprise—churches, clubs, 
foundations, universities and the 
like—all share the field. In such 
an economy, citizens will keep 
their attention fixed on ends to be 
served, and use whatever means 
seem best to achieve them. Big in- 
dustry is good at mass production, 
provided its executives devote 
their talents to production and not 
restriction, Little industry is good 
along Main Street, co-operatives 
are good for many of the needs 
of farmers and consumers, foun- 
dations and universities are good 
for. promoting science and re- 


search, 
Mixed Economy, 

“Economic theologists of the 
right and left, who say we must 
have complete free enterprise or 
go completely totalitarian, or who 
say we must have complete social- 
or be overwhelmed by the 
plutocrats, will have nowhere to 
lay their heads in a mixed econ- 
omy. It is not the authoritarian 
state and it is not the automatic 
free enterprise system, It is rather 
the application of plain common 
sense, using all available agencies 
to do what needs to be done. The 
hope of getting a hearing for a 
little common sense has hitherto 
been remote, but the war is begin- 
ning to clear the air of a lot of 
ideological nonsense. 

“Traditionally the latter has been 
the outlook of most of us, espe- 
cially those of us born before 1900. 
The expanding frontier, the folk- 
lore of the pioneer, have condi- 
tioned our minds in that direction. 
‘Ungoverned and ungovernable’ we 
have been called as a nation. We 
have often thought of our fellow 
citizens as competitors, as strong 
men to be humbled, as low fellows 
to be kept in their place. We have 
not thought of them as part of us. 

“Now the geographic frontiers 
have gone, and a new kind of pio- 
neering lies before us. The power 
age with its specialization has 
made us dependent one upon the 
other as the old pioneer never was. 
Depression and war have forced us 
to realize that we must sink or 
swim together.as one community. 
We have turned a solid face to- 
ward our enemies abroad. By this 
very act we have turned a friendly 
face toward our neighbors at home 
~our people, Americans.”

Keep Arms Embargo (before the 
war)—The 1937 Neutrality Act pro- 
vided for a mandatory embargo 
upon export of arms, ammunitions 
and implements of war to nations 
engaged in war. In May, 1939, 
Secretary of State Hull asked for 
repeal of the embargo provisions. 
The Administration believed ag- 
gressive action by European dicta- 
tors would be restrained if they 
knew Great Britain and France 
would not be denied war supplies 
from this country. Non-interven- 
tionists and isolationists believed 
repeal of the arms embargo would 
remove a strong safeguard against 
American involvement in a Euro- 
pean war. In approving a bill re- 
vising the 1937 act, the House 
adopted an amendment by Repre- 
sentative Vorys (Rep.), Ohio, by 
a vote of 214 to 173, providing for 
a mandatory embargo on exports 
of “arms and ammunitions” (not 
including airplanes) to belligerent 
states. This was regarded as an 
Administration defeat. In the ap- 
pended records a nay vote means 
the Representative favored repeal. 
Keep Arms Embargo (after out- 
break of war in Europe)—On Nov. 
2, 1939, the House reversed its pre- 
vious stand on embargoes by re- 
jecting, 181 to 243, a motion by 
Representative Shanley (Dem.), 
Connecticut, instructing the House 
conferees to insist on retention of 
the arms embargo. In the append- 
ed records, a nay vote means the 
Representative favored repeal. 
Selective Service Bill—This bill, 
sponsored in the House by Repre- 
sentative Wadsworth (Rep.), New 
York, was not introduced as an 
Administration bill and was not di- 
rectly indorsed by the President

Lend-Lease Bill Authorization— 
This was an Administration meas- 
ure from the start.

BROWNING, Mo., July_ 18. 
RTHUR BRASSFIELD, Missouri farm boy and school teacher, 
Awe shot down seven Japanese planes in the Coral Sea and at 
Midway and became a war hero, is spending his leave in the woods 


on his father’s farm, four miles from here, shooting squirrels to keep 


in practice. He treads the soft earth and 
is glad, remembering the hundred and 
one days when he was out of sight of 
land, sailing the seas and winging through 
the air. And it is good to be a farm boy 
again. But even as he treads the earth 
his eyes are raised to the skies. 
little while and he will be back among 
the clouds, fighting to keep his ‘homeland 
free. 


They always said, around here, that 
Arthur Brassfield would make his mark, 
because he was that kind of a boy. Not 
content to farm as his father had, he 
walked to high schoolefrom the farm out

" GOT THE BREAKS." teacher, and when he was still young and 
ynmarried he was made superintendent of schools. It was as high as he 
could go in his own community. He might have gone higher in his pro- 
fession somewhere else, but he had other ambitions. Resigning in 
October, 1937, as superintendent, he went into the naval reserve and 
from that into naval aviation. When his term of enlistment ended, not 
long before Pearl Harbor, he remained in the service, for he had found 
the career that he liked best, and besides, it looked like, sooner or later, 
there was going to be work for flyers to do. 

When Brassfield, now 31 years old, was superintendent of schools, 
one of his teachers was Lorraine Glaze. When he went away, she was 
the girl that he left behind. When he came back on: leave, he divided 
his attentions between the girl and the squirrels on his father’s farm. 
In 1939 they were married. Their home was at Norfolk, though the

renew his boyhood in the woods, with forgetfulness of the seas and 
the ships and the fighting in the clouds. His wish came true. Every 
day since the afternoon when his wife and mother met him as he 
stepped from the train at Laclede he has been out in the woods 
shooting squirrels, keeping his aim true. 

There is no regret in the man’s heart when he comes to town and 
passes the schoo! building where he used to teach and where he ruled 
as superintendent. He is a little ashamed of that part of it. “I was 
sitting around,” he says, “telling the teachers what to do, and most of 
them were older than I was and knew more than I did. The people 
here were good to me and honored me by making me superintendent, 
but I wasn’t satisfied. I had always wanted to fly, so after checking 
on the naval reserve, I went in.” 

With humility, without a trace of bravado, Lieut. Brassfield tells 
of the enemy planes that he shot down. His speech is soft. He has 
no words of hate. His eyes, as he often looks aloft, sweeping the sky 
from force of habit, but coming to rest on the treetops where the 
squirrels frisk, are alert, but there’s a laugh in them. 

It was four days before the Coral Sea battle that Lieut. Brassfield 
got his first Japanese plane. He and four others were on combat 
patrol over their carrier when a Japanese four-engine flying boat was 
sighted. The lieutenant and his two wing men, one on either side 
of him, went after it. Because of its size and weight and low speed 
it was very vulnerable. Brassfield and the wing men nosed over and 
got very close to the water and Brassfield let go at close range with 
his machine guns. One of the wing men also fired. The flying boat, 
with its crew of 11 men, went down in flames. , 

In the: Coral Sea battle Brassfield and nine other flyers were on 
Combat air patrol over the American carriers, when a Japanese attack 
gtoup of about 20 fighters, 30 bombers and 30 torpedo planes, based 
on carriers, came in to attack. “We met them about 15 miles out,” 
tays Brassfield, “and went after the bombers. Their fighters attacked 
us and we had to turn our attention’ to them. I found myself on the 
edge of a melee in which four of our planes (Grummans) and four 
of theirs, alternately placed, were circling left, chasing each other, 
tach plane firing into the one in front of it. I decided that it would 
be @ good idea for me to circle right and meet the others. I took 
note of the formation, a Grumman in front and a Jap on his tail, 
‘nother Grumman and another Jap, and so on. As I started into 
action I kept saying to myself—because the great speed of the planes 
S0ing in the opposite direction to mine made it next to impossible to 
identity individual planes—‘Pass a Grumman, hit a Jap, pass a Grum- 
man, hit a Jap.’

‘I passed four Grummans and shot at four Japs. At the speed 
I was going I couldn’t look back to observe the effect of my fire, and 
I don't know whether I sent any of them down, but it was so close 
that it was almost impossible to miss. .

At Midway, Lieut, Brassfield had just taken off from a carrier 
on patrol to cover the landing of a group of planes returning from an 
attack when the sound device on the carrier indicated the approach 
of other planes, and he was sent to find out what they were. He dis- 
covered 20 Japanese bombers approaching, and called the ship, giving 
their direction and altitude, All the fighters in the air were ordered 
to attack. 


Dived Into Group. | 

“We dived into the group,” says Lieut. Brassfield, “and there was 
a wild melee. In the midst of it I happened to look around and saw 
three bombers sliding out of the mass about 600 yards on my right 
and heading toward our carrier, eight or 10 miles away. I climbed 
above them and ahead of them, but held off for help. I called one of 
our planes at my left and told the pilot I would rock my wings, so 
that he could pick me out and join me. He rocked his wings, which 


I supposed meant that he had heard and understood and would join 


me, but’ for some reason he dived back into the big. fight. 

“The bombers took diving formation in loose column and edged 

in at 110 miles and were almost ready for the pushover. I called the 
ship and said I would attack the first one and they should look after 
the other two with anti-aircraft fire. I turned back and dived at 
the first bomber. He turned to meet me and pulled up, bringing -his 
gun opposite mine. We were heading toward each other at a speed 
of 400 miles an hour—mine 250 and his 150. We started firing at about 
400 to 500 yards. I gave him a fairly long burst and he went spinning 
down. : 
“I did a wingover to the left. The other two, instead of continuing 
their dive, turned right in an effort to stay under me, but they were 
not quick enough. I caught the first with a full deflection, or angle, 
shot, at 200 yards and. the bomber exploded so violently that the con- 
cussion rocked my plane as I went by.

“He Fell Burning.” | 

“I made another violent wingover to right and looked for the 
third Jap. He had had enough and had started home. When he saw 
me coming for him he dived for a cloud 5000 feet below us, but 
before he could reach it I overtook him and took him with a no-de- 
flection, or straightaway, shot and he fell burning into the water.” 

{t might have. seemed that Lieut. Brassfield had done a day’s 
work, but a few minutes later the ship called and told him there was 
a suspicious plane 10 miles out flying low over the water. He was 
given the bearings and ordered to see what that low-flying plane 
was up to. He set off at 3000 feet just over a cloud. At about 
eight miles he saw a plane which was identifiable by its fixed 
landing gear as a Jap. The Jap, who had been circling a downed 
plane, apparently trying to machine-gun men in. the water, saw 
him and started for home, — : 

“I started after him,” says Lieut, Brassfield, “and was gaining on 
him when I’ saw: smoke coming from his ‘hack seat, “Dhe rear. seat

‘gunner was shooting at me. I said to myself: ‘If it’s close: enough

HAT was the call tha 
out to civilians shortly after 
that December day which will 


live in memory for reasons other 


than that it was 14 shopping days 
before Christmas, 1941, and in the 
seven months since then, civilians 
— men, women, and precocious 
small fry—have answered the call 
by raising the ranks of First Aid 
classes to hitherto undreamed-of 
totals. 

First Aid classes, conducted by 
the American Red Cross, have 
been going on for a good many 
years, but it wasn’t until. that 
famous gloomy Sunday that their 
attendance received a shot in the 
arm and a boot from behind. As 
home defense organization got un- 
der way, the small gray book 
with. the red cross on the cover 
and the pictures of convict types, 
bandaged for eyes, ears, nose, 
throat and sprained ankles, be- 
camesa sort of wartime Biblé and 
best seller combined. From the 
halls of Philadelphia to the shores 
of Santa Monica, millions of Amer- 
icans declared their willingness to 
demonstrate their glowing and pa- 
triotic bravery by permitting them- 
selves to be harnessed to an im- 
provised leg traction splint, or to 
be “revived” by letting their fel- 
low man sit on their back, lunge 
forward, arid mutter; “Out goes 
the bad air.” Americans, they say, 
are the best fed people in the 
world, and this was proved to the 
satisfaction of every bottom man 
in an artificial respiration class. 

First Aid statistics are as stag- 
gering as an alcoholic patient. In 
St. Louis alone, 57,303 persons have 
enrolled in the 2020 classes held 
since Pearl Harbor. Of this num- 
ber, some have not yet completed 
the course, some did not complete 
it successfully, but 35,283 have re- 
ceived certificates attesting to their 
ability to apply correct temporary 
treatment for abrasions, apoplexy, 
and asphyxia, bites, blisters and 
boils, contusions, convulsions and 
corns, and thus, alphabetically on. 
As important as the things tHey 
have learned are the things they’ve 
unlearned—that whisky is not 
recommended for snake bite, nor 
snow for frozen ears, and that 
shock is something other than the 
symptoms exhibited by a maiden 
aunt at*a girlie show. First Aid 
courses do not attempt to turn out 
amateur doctors, but Red Cross 
instructors say that a 20-hour 


_ Standard class is rarely completed 


without some member of the class 
having had occasion to use some 
of the knowledge he is learning, 
sometimes with life saving results.

N SPITE of the rumored short- 
Jaze of instructors, the Red Cross 

has been able to take care of all 
classes organized. More men than 
women teachers are needed since 
men are best with all-male classes, 
women with all-female. Both 
teach mixed classes occasionally 
and occasionally with embarras- 
sing results as in the case of the 
bashful and blushing young man 
instructor delivering the chapter 
on Dressings and Bandages to a 
class of 25 women and five meh. 
He was about to demonstrate the 
chest bandage and suggested that 
some young man come up to as- 
sist. None of the men budged 
but a girl student bounced up to 
the front of the room and an- 
nounced coyly that she would be a 
willing victim.

Employes of department stores 
have been effectively ‘mobilized to 
take care of store customers in 
case of a daylight bombing or a 
a sale of costume jew- 
elry. ? 

Not. only adults study First Aid.

One California concern has found an interesting way out of the 
difficulty. Going no farther than half a mile from home, the enterpris- 
ing Warner Bros. have glorified workers at the Lockheed airplane fac- 
tory at Burbank, Cal.

Theater, is dedicated “to our airplane factory workers”—not Warners’ 
but Uncle Sam’s—and is a surprisingly absorbing film. Compared to

“H. M. Pulham, Esq.” and “Johnny Hager,” it is unusually alert and 


alive. 


Seeing it will give many persons a sudden waking-up to the 


world of today which they may have postponed before. 
Story material always is available where masses of people are and 


right now masses are working in the defense industries. 


The gold 


rush of California, the oil booms of Texas and Oklahoma, the pell-mell 
settlement of the West after the Civil War have all provided Hollywood 


with drama, comedy and spectacle many times. 


Why not, then, the 


mushroom growth ‘around the defense plants, the rush for jobs, the 


free spending, the crowded housirig and so on? 


“Wings For the 


Eagle” recognizes and reflects all this and has a freshness and orig- 


inality that make it very desirable.

HEODOR ADOLPHUS, ballet master and ensemble director of the Munici- 


pal Opera, whose business in part is up such things, has in- 

vented a new dance step which he believes might eventually become a 
national favorite. Called the Juajiras, it was inspired by some of the native 
dances of Mexico and as perfected also represented a wierd refinement and 
rage a of basic ingredients of the conga, rhumba, and strangely enough, 

e waitz. 

The new dance, according to Adolphus, is best done to a piece he had 
written for that specific purpose by Composer Fritz Loewe and called “Bar- 
endero,” And as might be expected, in view of its origin, the Juajiras betrays 
its three-fold sources. There are whirls as in the waltz, gyrations as in the 
rhumba and conga. The difference, as explained by the inventor, is a ques- 
tion of rhythm, “virtually impossible to explain by words without an actual 
demonstration.” At any rate, St. Louisans are‘ to be the first to pass judgment 
on the creation, for it will get its world premiere in “Girl Crazy,” Municipal 
Opera show opening tomorrow night. The 24 members of the dancing chorus 
will do a special version of it in the opening of the second act. Adolphus 
himself and a member of the Municipal Opera chorus demonstrate the new 
dance in the pictures on this page.
